Admiralty Will Accept Each Tear 
l ielit Gradnales of Institution. 



The naval college at Halifax Is lo 
he continued next year as usual. No- 
tice is given that the annual examin- 
ation* Tor entrance condidates will he 
held at various cities throughout Can- 
ada on May 19th next. The official 
notice adds: 

"It is to he understood that under 
present conditions, the Department of 
the Naval Service docs not ,in any way 
hind itself to issue commissions to 
graduate? of the Royal Naval College, 
I nor. on the other hand, does it require 
J graduate cadets to adopt a naval 
i career. Arrangements have, however, 
bepn made wilh the Admiralty by 
Which they have agreed to accept each 
year eight cadetj who have completed 
their COOtse at the college, protldcd 
these cadets havn attained the re- 
quired standard of efficiency, They 
will be entered in the Royal Navy as 
cadets of the same standing as grad- 
uates of Dartmouth Naval College. Ar- 
rangement* have also been completed 
witb the Universities of McGill and 
Toronto, by which thpy will admit 
gradua.tr •>' tbe Royal Naval College 
to the second year or tie course of 
applied science In the aboveraentioncd 
universities.

The following are extracts from tbe 
letter of a lieutenant, who was in Sci- 
ence '17. and is now in the trenches: 
It is 2 a.m. on a dark, rainy jnorn- 
iug. and I have got a streak of in- 
spiration for writing letters— or, wait, 
Is it conscience? I must admit it is 
my guilty conscience which has been 
goading me on at this plcasajit home, 
and what is more I believe it was also 
the cause of my lying in bed (some 
bed!) unable lo sleep earlier in the 
night. Rut perhaps tho trickle of 
water down my back may have been 
tho cause of that. It is impossible to 
keep the water out of one's dugout, us 
it comes through tho joints of the cor- 
rugated Iron, and sometimes Just lo 
annoy a fellow it actually soaks 
through the iron. . . , 

What I really want is a "Guide to 
those who wanl to keep dry in the 
trenches,'' or another very useful book 
would be, "What to do and say when 
you fall into a shell hole full of mud, 
water and corruption." If there are 
books which would show any ligbt on 
those, subjects, would you send them 
lo me? 

About five minutes ngo 1 acted us 
stoker and chief engineer to our stove, 
which Is a wonderful bit of ingenious 
work, made out of a creosote flu. us 
it was not working well. Now t tun 
just roasted out by it. t must now 
break off for a moment to issue the 
rum ration, which is. without excep- 
tion, tho best thing wo have. It has 
been cut down to a certain extent, be- 
cause goodness knows how many thou- 
sands of women iu Canada signed a 
petition against it. Wc get issued a 
pea soup powder twice a week (!!!) 
■which is naturally thrown over the 
parapet, or used to pave the trenches. 
As if a man, cold and wet and miser- 
able, la going to collect some muddy 
pieces of wood (a hard job in itself), 
light a fire, and then proceed to brew 
himselyf a cup or flour and water. It 
would take him an hour for one thing, 
and he wants the warmth at the time 
day is just breaking, I believe they 
have also decided that unioklng is 
"bad Tor the hoys," and are agitating 
against, the issue of tobacco, I would 
like to get hold of some stich people 
and get them to make us cocoa out 
here at "stand-to" when they arc not 
allowed to make a fire béfore it gets 
ligbt. I don't believe they can realize 
how cruel they are in what 1 presume 
they think are the best intentions to- 
wards their friends out here. How- 
ever, that is enough on that subject. 1 
could write for hours on it, as I feel 
very strongly on it, though 1 hardly 
ever touch Ihc rum myself. 

I started this letter at two a.m., and 
have, had to break off every now and 
then to make report-", poke the fire, 
bale the water off tbe floor, and good- 
ness knows what. It is now 7.30. and 
I am feeling ravenous, which ha.s taken 
away my inspiration. 

I saw Colonel Canllie with two or 
three other Colonels and Majors. I 
thought he was still safely back in 
Sborucliffe, but on making enquiries 
I found that his battalion and another 
had arrived here the night before. 
They arc not "brigaded.'" but arc just 
attached to the Army Corps. I sup- 
pose they will be initiated to the 
trenches gradually, platoon by pla- 
toon, and then in a month or so they 
yjll probably take the place of various 
battalions at intervals while they get 
a wll-earncd rest. I can't, honestly 
say that we are actually hard worked, 
but it. would make a lot or difference 
if tbey could only send us back about 
ten miles for a couple of weeks and let 
the men try and forget there is a war 
on. When in the trenches here I now 
and then wake up and scarcely realize 
that we arc fighting. 

We are at present going through 
that stage of continual misls day and 
night. The mist is so thick that we 
get soaked through with if and can 
hardly see our own barbed wire in 
front of our irenches. This is "some" 
war now. W«» may yet see the w holo' 
world in It.

All action taken by the Managing Board is subject to the approval of Ihc 
Students' Council. The Managing Board, subject to this approval, has the 
authority to receive and expend funds, and to dictate the editorial policy. 

The News Board, In direct charge of the gathering and preparation of 
news, under the Editor-in-Chief and the Managing Editor, is composed of 
eight men, chosen by them on the capability which they have shown in 
previous work done on the paper. The News Board meets not less frequently 
lhan fortnightly, and discusses matters which arise out of the conduct of 
the newspaper. A secretary is also elected by this body, lo serve In addition 
as secretary of the staff. The members of the News Board arc each expected 
to take charge of the production of the paper on onc day each week, and to 
be responsible for the news columns in that issue.

Thinks Work in Engineers Is 
the Only Thing— Without 
Monotony. 



The following letter has been re- 
ceived by Miss Lichtcnsteln, of the 
staff of the McGill Conservatorlmu of 
Music, from Lieut. Erie Billington, Sci. 
18, of Ihe Royal Engineers, whose 
death was erroneously reported sonic 
time ago. The letter was written on 
Christmas Day. and is as follows: 

"As you may have guessed, we are 
working in the front line, and so long 
as there is work to do we shall not 
suffer from monotony. The sapper's 
work is very varied, from building 
kitchens, wash rooms, dining rooms, 
drying rooms, to roadways, dugouts, 
artillery lookouts and all kinds or in- 
terestlng things. The life in other 
units must be very monotonous and 
uninteresting. To-morrow wc move 
back for a while, 1 believe, and we 
shall start building places and repair- 
ing buildings again. 

"1 have seen a few men I know in 
other unils, and one day George Cur- 
rie (Arts Tl) jumped out of a motor 
lorry which was passing in column. 
Both Gibbons (Science TO)' and I knew 
him well, and wc had a hearty chat. 

GIbby is sitting at the 

table near me now, and is Just open- 
ing his mail. 

" I don't find this part of France 
nearly as interesting as I had hoped. 
It docs not. compare with Normandy 
to my mind. We have seen some old 
chateaux, and wc billeted ourselves in 
a chateau of an American musician for 
a week. Wc had a great time there. 
W'e rigged up everything— had a mule 
pumping water into the cisterns. It 
was a lovely place, with old pictures 
and tapestry, and a good Grand piano. 
The ground floor was all mosaic tile, 
which is rather artistic, but very col» 
in winter 

"The next place wc came to we slept 
on the floor of a new house, and the 
next in a wash house, but we don't 
have to do that often. Wo have been 
very comfortable lately in a farm 
house, and we are just going to have 
our dinner, so 1 will close, with best 
wishes."

HOW AMERICA PAYS 
FOR EUROPEAN WAR 



Very Fanciful Description Of 
What Will Happen After 
the War. 



The editor of the Scientific Ameri- 
can tas given us an interesting and 
ingenious, though somewhat fanciful, 
description of the unhappy fate of the 
United States after the close of tho 
European War. The story is worked? 
out along the following lines: 

By the terms of the Treaty of Ge- 
neva, signed in 1916, the victorious 
Allies demand an indemnity from 
Germany of $13,000,000,000; Germany 
is bankrupt., but accepts the terms 
with the intention of reimbursing it- 
self from undefended America. A se- 
cret compact with England ensures 
the neutrality of that nation. The 
German fleet sets sal] on what Is os- 
tensibly an Atlantic cruise, but when 
it is within a day's run of the Eastern 
seaboard, war is declared by Germany. 
Tho destruction of the U.S. fleet and 
occupation or lhe chief cities of the 
Atlantic Slates is a comparatively 
simple matter for the seasoned vet- 
erans of the Kaiser, The American 
Government moves to Pittsburg, buL 
the new capital Is soon taken by the 
invaders. Seeing that the nation's 
plight, is hopeless, and. in order to 
avoid further catastrophe, the Presi- 
dent urges that the demanded $2u,- 
ooo.iioo.ouo indemnity be paid. The 
Germans leave the country with their 
plunder, and Ihc indemnity is put on 
the national ledger as the "cost of be- 
ing taught the great national duty of 
military preparedness." 

The sequence of events is worked 
out in an extremely plausible fashion 
and with an acute knowledge of 
things naval and military, which 
makes the work striking and realistic. 
Some of the accounts are also nothing 
short of thrilling. Notable araonc 
these is the description of the Battle 
or the Caribbean, in which (be U.S. At- 
lantic fleet, at first victorious, Is fin- 
ally completely obliterated by a rein* 
forcing squadron or the enemy's bat- 
tlcships.
